An:armed attack on three help- 
less Portuguese territories was much 
more than an act of unilateral ag- 
gression, planned in advance, It 
was a successful. challenge to the 

Inited Nations which, frustrated by 
a Russian veto, did nothing and 
could do nothing. Perhaps Mr. Ad- 
Jai Stevenson was speaking under 
the emotion of the moment when 
he said that these events might lead 
to the United Nations’ death. But 
if his statement was an exaggera- 
tion there can be no doubt that the 
United Nations has suffered a grave 
blow. - 
It is useless to argue, as the 
Indian_ambassador to Canada ar- 
gues, that the people of Goa were 
ill-governed by Portugal and will be 
well governed by India. Even if 
this is true the fact remains that 
India deliberately broke the Coven- 
ant of the United Nations, and by 
jts act contradicted the repeated 
statements of Mr. Nehru against 
aggression and in favor of peace. 

That the crime against Portugal 
was a smal) one, with happily little 
bloodshed, cannot excuse it. On the 
contrary, Mr. Nehru, attacking 
other nations for similar offences, 
has himself set a precedent which 
can ahd no doubt will be used hy 
more dangerous aggressors to jus- 
tify their future crimes. 

It is also useless to argue that 
Portugal is a brutal dictatorship and 
deserves no sympathy. By_ that 
definition many of the United _ 
Nations’ members deserve no sym- 
athy. If there ts to be a rule of 
law in the United Nations-—its whole 
purpose-—then the law must be en- 
forced equally among all members.

This confronts us and ali the reat of 
the Western world with an overriding 


question. Da_we come together in one 
great trading community which includes 
not only Western Europe and North 
America but also Japan, Australasia, 
Latin America, and Africa—or do we go 
Our separate ways, fragmenting a non- 
Communist world? 

This was the underlying theme of the

sociation of manufacturers. It is of his- 
toric importance.
